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The All-American Judging Contest 


Our fourth annual All-American 
Judging Contest brought out greater 
reader participation than ever before, 
with no less than 1969 people sending 
in ballots. Represented among the 
contestants were 44 states, all nine 
provinces of Canada and also Puerto 
Rico and Central America. New 
York led all states with 346 ballots, 
followed by Wisconsin with 212 and 
Ontario, Canada with 154. 


Although this year the Extension 
Service of our National Association 
was conducting a special All-Ameri- 
can contest for school and college 
students, we still had quite a goodly 
number of schools and a few colleges 
that sent in ballots from groups of 
their students for the regular contest, 
many of which showed considerable 
care and thought, although too many 
of them appeared to be simply 
guesse made at random. Although 
these student ballots probably did not 
particularly change the ultimate re- 
sults of the popular vote, we recom- 
mend that in the future the instruct- 
ors in charge of these Vocational 
Agriculture classes that participate 
give a little more supervision to this 
work to see if it cannot be made more 
constructive and helpful to the boys 
taking part. 


As usual there were quite a num- 
ber of families in which Dad, Mother, 
several children and the hired hands 
all took part, which is a feature of 
these contests that we especially like. 


Quebec Breeder Wins First 

Our first of $25 went to T. Cleland, 
La Tuque, Quebec, who is in charge of 
the breeding program of the Brown 
Corporation, one of the foremost Hol- 
stein breeding establishments of that 
province, with a herd that in the past 
has had members nominated for All- 
American honors. Mr. Cleland had 
all of his first places correct, except 
that he reversed the All-American 
and Reserve Produce groups and he 
also named all of his Reserves cor- 
rectly except in two classes. This 
gave him a score of 138 out of a 
possible 150, the second highest score 
ever attained in any of these contests. 


Two contestants was tied for sec- 
ond place with a score of 132 each 
and the total of the second and third 
prizes, amounting to $25 will accord- 
ingly be divided between Miss Edith 
S. Hothem, Newcomerstown, Ohio 
and Willis Smutz, Ames, Iowa. 


Four others earned scores of 129 
each, eight more had 126 and no less 
than 44 had from 120 to 124 points 
each to share in the prizes awarded. 
Ontario, Canada with nine prize win- 
ners, led all states, followed by New 
York with seven, Wisconsin and Minn- 
esota with six each and Ohio with 
five. Michigan and Pennsylvania had 
three each and Alberta, Idaho, IIl- 
inois, Iowa, Maryland, Massachusetts 
and Texas had three each. Other 
states represented with one prize win- 
ner each were New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, South Dakota and the Prov- 
ince of Quebec.

Besides these prize winners, we 
found 416 ballots deserving of Hon- 


. orable Mention, with from 100 to 119 


points each. These 416 ballots came 
from 33 states and five Canadian 
provinces, again with Ontario in the 
lead with 56 Honorable Mention 
ballots, followed by New York with 
49, Wisconsin with 46, Minnesota 
with 30, Iowa with 28, Michigan with 
27 and Illinois, Indiana and Ohio 
with 15 each. 


Hasty scanning of the 1940 list of 
prize winners reveals many names 
that have been among the leaders on 
previous occasions, although none of 
our three top winners this year have 
ever before been in the upper brack- 
ets. Perhaps the record for con- 
sistency, year after year, would go to 
W. J. Fawcett, Winchester, Ont., who 
has placed in the high money in three 
of the four contests, his four scores 
ranging from 114 to 135 and totalling 
502 points for the four years. In 
1938 his score of 135 tied for third 
place and his 1940 score of 126 tied 
for eighth. J. Riker Robinson, Jr., 
Owego, N. Y., has scores of 132, 117 
and 129 the past three years to give 
him a three-year total of 378. 


In our first contest in 1937 there 
was a triple tie for first place with 
135 points each scored by Ralph E. 
Albrecht, Sumner, Iowa, John Marko, 
Jr., Poland, N. Y. and A. W. Fox, 
Salem Depot, N. H. In 1938 that 
veteran breeder, Ralph L. Hurlburt, 
Ashley Falls, Mass., won with an all- 
time high of 144. In 1939 we again 
had a three-way tie for first with 
Oscar H. Schmidt, Elmira, Ont., Alice 
Waschow, Waukesha, Wis. and . W. 
Watson, Youngstown, Ohio sharing 
the money awards with 132 points 
each. This year’s winner, Mr. Cle- 
land of Quebec, with 138 points, 
shares second high all-time honors 
with William Massa of Lauxmont 
Farms, Wrightsville, Pa., whose 138 ~ 
points scored in 1938 got him only 
second prize winner under Mr. Hurl- 
burt’s sensational 144 point score. 
Several of these top winners of for- 
mer years will be found among the 
prize winners or those with honorable 
mention in this year’s contest.

Computing the expected milk supply

ANY persons would like to know how to predict 
M approximately what the milk supply is going to be 
in each month of the year. The total produc- 
tion of milk in a given month depends fundamentally on 
four situations: (1) How many cows there are, (2) The 
average length of time they have been milking, (3) How 
much grain they are fed, and (4) Whether it is spring, 
summer, fall, or winter. The method of computing the 
expected milk supply described in this article should be 
of general interest because it can be applied wherever 
the data on cow numbers and monthly freshenings are 
available. 
Changes in cow numbers cause changes in the milk 
supply 
The total milk supply to be expected in any year de- 
pends first and primarily on the number of cows on 
hand; it therefore varies with the cattle cycle. Data 
on cow numbers are available for states by years, but 
not by months. Trends shown in figure 1 give the aver- 
age annual increase during the 13 years, May 1926 to 
April 1939, inclusive, computed from the totals for 
number of cows, milk plant receipts, and plant receipts 
per cow in New York published in the October 14, 1939 
issue of the World. For that period, the average in- 
crease in the number of dairy cows was 6.6 thousand 
yearly, while the average increase in plant receipts was 
50 million pounds, or 14 pounds per cow annually. As 
the dairy year normally covers a full pasture season 
beginning in May, and a succeeding winter season end- 
ing in April, the milk plant receipts for the 12 months 
May to April rather than for the calendar year were 
used. 
In the following table, the figures for each year are 
expressed in percentages of the trend values for the 
year.

The milk deliveries to plants in New York State 
amounted to 519 million pounds more in 1938 than in 
1935; the number of cows was 74 thousand more. At 
the average 1938 plant delivery of 4,145 pounds per 
cow, the additional number of cows accounted for 307 
millions, or 59 per cent of the increase in milk produc- 
tion. Part of it was due also to increased deliveries per 
cow, and part to the possibility that a larger proportion 
of the milk is now delivered to plants than formerly. 
In general about 4000 pounds are delivered to the larger 
milk plants per cow in the State. Some cows are kept 
on farms that make butter or fat calves and do not de- 
liver milk or cream to plants. Therefore deliveries to 
plants per cow from which milk is delivered would be 
higher. Neither do receipts at the larger milk plants 
include the milk delivered to small plants and retailers. 
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Production in summer is normally higher than in 
winter. Therefore, an upward change in cow numbers 
increases and a downward change decreases the total 
supply in summer more than it does the supply in win- 
ter. Thus variation in the relative monthly production 
as well as variation in the total production of milk, is 
to some degree dependent on changes in cow numbers. 
The fundamental reason why summer production in 
New York has increased lately more than winter pro- 
duction is because cow numbers have been increasing. 

Mean, stage of lactation 

The production of milk in any given month depends 
to a certain degree on the average stage of lactation of 
the cows in that month, and it seemed desirable to try 
to set up index numbers of seasonal variation in pro- 
duction based on this fact. In order to compute the 
mean stage of lactation in each month of the year for 
the cows in the State, it is necessary to know how many 
cows have freshened in each of the months. The aver- 
age number of cows and heifers that freshened per 100 
cows on farms of dairy reporters in New York is reported 
by the State Agricultural Statistician as follows: 

These seasonality of freshening data will have to be 
considered to be representative of the State as a whole, 
as none other are available.

The average stage of lactation for each month of 
cows in New York was computed by multiplying the 
number in milk each month by the number of months 
they had been in milk as determined from the 14 years’ 
average record of monthly freshenings. 

Monthly index numbers were then computed by 
multiplying the number of cows in milk per 100 cows by 
the reciprocal of the mean stage of lactation of the cows 
in milk, assuming that cows are in milk nine months 
and dry three. The method assumes that the total milk 
supply for the month is negatively related to the average 
number of months which the cows have been milking. 
The cows that are milking in New York in November 
have been fresh an average of about 5.6 months, while 
those that are milking in March and April have been 
fresh an average of only 4.3 months. The longer a cow 
has been in milk the less she gives. The index num- 
bers so found were advanced one month, because of the 
time required for cows to reach full production. 

Time of year 

In order to derive monthly index numbers of milk 
production which agreed approximately with the 14 
years 1926-39 average, it was necessary to adjust the 
numbers as previously computed, because of the fact 
that the time of year affects the production response of 
cows. The following percentage changes were made: 
the indexes were increased 5 per cent for May, 18 for 
June, 10 for July, 5 for August, and 5 per cent for 
September, and decreased 2 per cent for October, 20 for 
November, 15 for December, 5 for January, and 10 per 
cent for February,—more for February because it is a 
short month. No changes were made for March or 
April. 

The response of cows in production during May, 
June, July, August and September when they are on 
fresh grass, and out in the open air with plenty of sun- 
shine after a winter of confinement, results in higher 
production in those months than would be anticipated 
from the number of cows in milk at the time and their 
mean stage of lactation. Contrarily, in the cold, change- 
able fall months of October, particularly November, and 
even during the winter months, the production response 
of cows is lower than would be expected from the aver- 
age stage of lactation and the number in milk. In 
winter unfavorable weather, cold water and dry feed 
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are less stimulating to production than pasturage, espec- 
ially with cows nearing the end of their lactations. 
These adjustments were purposely so determined as to 
give a seasonality of production almost identical with 
the 14 years average. If the monthly freshenings used 
are representative for the State, it then appears that 
cows give the amounts of milk just indicated more or 
less than would be expected from the number in milk 
and their mean stage of lactation in those months. The 
index numbers of production by months when the years 
monthly average equals 100, were finally for May 133, 
June 145, July 121, August 104, September 96, October 
92, November 76, December 77, January 79, February 
75, March 91, and April 111. It is necessary either 
to know or to estimate the total year’s production from 
which one derives the average monthly production to 
which the index numbers are to be applied in order to 
determine anticipated production for any month. 


One way of setting up index numbers of monthly 
production would have been to compute them directly 
from the monthly average production for the 14 years 
1926-39. Such index numbers would have taken ac- 
count of all of the variation due to season of freshening 
as well as that due to other conditions. They could have 
been applied to the total production by years to see how 
much the seasonal distribution in different years de- 
viated from the average. 


Concentrates fed 


The amount of concentrates fed per cow per day 
on dairy farms has been reported since 1931 for New 
York. The average for the eight years, 1931-38, was 
5.3 pounds per cow per day for the eight months, Octo- 
ber to May inclusive, and 2.9 pounds per cow per day 
for the four months, June to September, or 4.5 pounds 
per cow per day for the year. The average for the year 
has varied from 93 per cent of this in 1933 to 107 per 
cent in 1936. For the eight months, it has varied from 
96 per cent in 1932-33-34 to 106 per cent of the aver- 
age in 1931. 


The ratio of the price of milk to the wholesale price 
of a dairy ration for the five months of May, October, 
November, December 1939, and January 1940 was 115. 
This favorable ratio of milk to grain, but particularly 
the shortage of pasture and shortage of roughage this 
year has resulted in the most liberal use of concentrates 
in the state of any of the past 9 years; 108 per cent 
of the average for those months. Despite the heavy 
use of grain made necessary by the drought, the produc- 
tion in the summer of 1939 was so much less than the 
amount expected from the number of cows on hand that 
by the end of the 9 months period, May to January the 
total milk production for the State was still 3.0 per 
cent less than the normal expected from the number of 
cows on hand. 


In years when the rainfall in the spring and summer 
is deficient, the hay crop is relatively short and pastures 
are poor. If the drought is serious enough, the feed- 
ing of more than the usual amount of concentrates and 
of hay supplementary to pasture is necessary. Part of

The number of cows in New York is not increasing any 
faster than the population. The volume of milk and cream 
received at larger plants is just keeping pace with the in- 


crease in population. 


the additional grain fed at such times is used to make 
up for the shortage of pasture or roughage, hence pro- 
duction can not be expected to increase in direct pro- 
portion to the increased amounts of grain used. Plant 
receipts per cow are affected only about 60 per cent as 
much as the amount of concentrates used per cow de- 
viates from the average. Contrarily, in years of short 
pasture and short supply of winter roughage, as in 1936 
and 1939, production is not so much less than normal 
for the number of cows and the amount of concentrates 
used because a large proportion of the ration derived 
from concentrates is more stimulating to milk produc- 
tion than a ration comprised of a relatively large pro- 
portion of roughage. 


Forecast of plant receipts for 1940 


On the basis of the relationships shown, we may 
hazard an estimate of plant receipts to be expected in 
New York for the coming year. 

If cow numbers follow their normal incerase of 6.6 
thousand this year, and plant receipts per cow increase 
normally, 14 pounds per cow, the receipts at larger milk 
plans in New York from May 1940-April 1941, provided 
about normal growing conditions for pasture and rough- 
age prevail, and provided about the normal amount of 
concentrates of about 5.3 pounds per cow per day in the 
eight winter Months and 2.9 pounds per cow per day for 
the four summer months are used, may be expected 
to be: 

1,444,000 cows X 4,102 pounds = 5,923,288,000 
pounds, or a monthly average of 493.6 million pounds. 

The amount may be expected to deviate from this 
about 60 per cent as much as grain feeding deviates 
from the normal; that is if grain feeding is 10 per cent

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Cows of the Year 


At the close of the year 1938, the 
World selected for special honor on 
its cover for the new year the famous 
Cornell Ollie Catherine, and labelled 
her “Cow of the Year.’’

Carrying on the idea a year later, 
we chose Cascade Madcap Violet 
Fayne 2d, 1000-lb fat producer in the 
Carnation herd. Her distinction dur- 
ing 1939 was to have three daughters 
complete records above 1200 Ibs 
fat—two of them over 1300 lbs, and 
with a fourth above 1000 lbs fat 
made previously.

In calling for nominations for Cow 
of the ear for 1940, we evidently 
struck a popular note and suggest- 
ions have been coming in from many 
sources. In fact, we have almost an 
embarrassment of riches, with no 
individual standing out above the 
crowd quite to the extent that was 
true in the two previous years. 


We have Femco Alma, world’s 
champion junior 2-year-old and 
youngest 1000-lb fat repeater in any 
breed, making history in 1940 by 
selling for $4,000, highest price in 
our breed since 1929. Dramatically, 
she dropped a lovely pair of twin 
daughters shortly after reaching her 
new home at Wisconsin State Re- 
formatory, where she went as a gift 
from Dr. Minahan. Now comes the 
ill news of her death on December 
23 from an infection. 

We have Lady Ormsby Fobes Ed- 
ucator, famed old 1000-lb matron at 
Osborndale. Reaching her 16th 
birthday at the close of the year, 
December 30, and due to calve again 
on that date, she made history in 
1940 through the work of two of her 
daughters who completed Class B 
records of 985 and 936 lbs fat, a 
showing no other 1000-lb fat cow 
has ever duplicated. Also, one of 
her sons has come forward with ten 
daughters, 8 in Class and 2 in Class 
C, averaging over 600 lbs fat at an 
average age of 2 years, 5 months. 


Then, too, we have Winterthur Dad 
Donsegis Inka Jasa who recently 
completed at Winterthur Farms her 
ninth record in 11-year-old form, 
hitting 903 lbs fat in Class C, her 
fourth consecutive record above 850 
lbs fat and her seventh above 700 
lbs—performances not duplicated by 
any other cow in the United States. 


Another suggested candidate is 
Bess Pontiac Piebe—‘‘Black Bess’’— 
who completed her 1000-lb fat record 
at 10 years of age, sold for $1,225 
in the Royal Brentwood to Pabst 
Farms, and was a grand champion 
or high contender all the way around 
the circuit this past season. 


We have Montvic Bonheur Black 
Beauty, Franlo’s undefeated 3-year- 
old of 1940—National Grand Champ- 
ion—All-American winner—and fur- 
ther distinguished by receiving the 
highest popular vote of any All- 
American candidate in any class for 
1940. 


Nomination was also made of Mil- 
ford Meadows’ great cow, Milford 
Ludwig Pietertje—with her record of 
1008.3 lbs fat, 26496 Ibs milk, 3.8% 
fat, with size, type and breeding that 
caused her friends in Wisconsin who 
knew her to suggest her as a cred- 
itable ideal for the breed, worthy of 
this recognition. 


Others occured to us. There is 
Montvie Bonheur Hartog, whose new 
4-year-old record of 1153 Ibs 
(4.75%) at Mount Victoria Farms 
surpassed a championship perform- 
ance that had stood unbeaten since 
1916. Surely that is an event. 

And also have Ionia Sadie Vale at 
Ionia State Hospital, who set up a 
new official record for life-time milk 
production and is still going strong, 











now credited with 236,216 lbs milk, 
7525.3 lbs fat. 


Does this give you a little idea of 
the problem which faced us in sing- 
ling out one cow as Cow of the Year 
for 1940? Who can say which is the 
most significant? 


We have thrown up our hands and 
selected a cover picture that we are 
sure all will agree is most fitting 
for a New Year’s selection—the love- 
ly new twin daughters of the late 
Femco Alma. Like the year 1941, 
their days of achievement still lie 
ahead, rich in promise. Their history 


still remains to be written with every 
prospect that when completed it will 
fill a bright page in the annals of the 
Holstein industry.

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Herd Classification Policy 


N New York state right now a live subject of discus- 
| sion is the matter of Herd Classification. This relates 

particularly to the relationships that should exist be- 
tween the official work done by the National Association 
and the similar work under the auspices of the State 
College Extension Department. 

Briefly the situation may be summarized. The Col- 
lege has set up a system of herd classification for herds 
under their analysis in DHIA work. The same classi- 
fication terms are employed as have been used for the 
past ten years and more by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America in its official work. The College 
classification, or grading, is done by locally appointed 
committees, working with college extension representa- 
tives. The work is done without expense to the herd 
owner and is proving immensely popular with the breed- 
2rs. It undoubtedly holds great possibilities for valuable 
educational work, and the plan we understand is under 
consideration for adoption by a number of other states. 


Embarrassing to the National Association is this 
unofficial effort, borrowing the same terms used in the 
official classification work. Endless confusion and mis- 
understanding can easily result, with the final effect of 
possible scuttling of the whole National Association 
herd classification program if carried to its logical con- 
clusion. The rank and file of breeders are very naturally 
interested in the system that has all the painful features 
eliminated—tthe cost—the penalties that go with classi- 
fication of animals in the ‘‘poor’ and ‘fair’ groups, 
especially when the same terminology can be employed 
as the end result. 


Perhaps in many cases these local committees will 
do just as competent a job as the official inspectors. 
But there cannot possibly be the uniformity of scoring 
in the different counties that is found in the official 
scoring where the inspectors are especially selected for 
their experience, and are trained and brought together 
periodically for conference. This angle of the work will 
assume even greater importance as it spreads into a con- 
siderable number of states. 


The fundamental problem seems to us to be to find 
a way to accomplish these two broad purposes: 


1—To safeguard, develop and expand the official 
herd classification work in which both the Association 
and individual breeders have built up large investments. 

2—To recognize the great potential educational 
value of the unofficial college herd grading work, and 
to foster its development along lines that will be most 
useful to the breeding industry. 

Several conferences on this subject have been held 
jointly by the New York Holstein-Friesian Association, 
the National Association and the Cornell University Ex- 
tension Department. Further action on this subject is 
scheduled to be given at the state meeting in Jamestown 
January 9. We suggest that consideration be given to 
a program along the following lines: 

That the state program of herd grading be continued 
and expanded into other states where interest is shown. 

That instead of following the complete terminology 
used in the official classification the college grading use 
only the four lower classification terms—-Poor, Fair, 
Good and Good Plus. 

That a single classification to be called ‘‘Superior’’ 
be used in this work to designate the two present top 
classes of Excellent and Very Good. 

That the policy be adopted of having the College 
recommend to owners of ‘‘Superior’’ cows that they se- 
cure official classification on them. This can be done at 
minimum expense to the owner under the present of- 
ficial setup with charge made only for the selected ani- 
mals, provided the owner will agree to permit the of- 
ficial inspector to go through the herd and officially 
designate (without charge) the ‘“‘Poor” and ‘‘Fair’’ ani- 
mals it may contain. This is one of the fundamental pur- 
poses achieved by official herd classification which the 
college herd grading does not and probably cannot at- 
tempt to touch. 

This plan has merit in several directions. By com- 
bining the two top classes into one ‘“‘superior’’ rating, 
significant differences in the work of the different local 
committees would be very largely eliminated. By get- 
ting away from unofficial use of the terms ‘‘Excellent’’ 
and ‘‘Very Good”’ the temptation to unfair commercial- 
izing of the unofficial ratings either knowingly or unwit- 
tingly could be largely eliminated. : 
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The college people and many breeders feel that the 
college project has greater educational value if it em- 
ploys the same terms as are used by the breed associa- 
tion. This suggested amendment would fit well into that 
angle. The committee judgment could still be passed on 
those two top classes, and brought out in the demonstra- 
tion discussions, but without making it a matter of rec- 
ord, to be published by the college as it being done at 
present. 

Prof. Brownell, who heads up this work at the Col- 
lege, stated to the conference that if the Association felt 
he should employ completely different terminology, he 
would make the change forthwith, though expressing his 
belief that it would lessen the educational value of the 
work. This would seem to us to be an unfortunate and 
short-sighted solution of the matter because both the 
college extension program and that of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association can and should be mutually helpful 
to the benefit of both. 

We venture the prediction, however, that if the ex- 
isting situation is continued on its present basis in New 
York and expanded into other states, it will definitely 
mark the early demise of official herd classification work 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 

Other angles of this subject are interestingly dis- 
cussed in our Round Table department this week.

The choice of the 

southern city was made by vote of the Executive 

Committee of the National Dairy Association, December 

24, as announced by Charles L. Hill, President. Three 

possible locations have been under consideration for 

next year’s dairy cattle classic, Harrisburg, Columbus 
and Memphis. 

Twice before, in 1927 and 1928, the Dairy Show 
has been in Memphis. On those occasions attendance 
was most satisfactory, the entire Southland cooperating 
in publicising the event. Moreover, the two shows were 
recognized as exerting very considerable influence in 
improving the dairy industry of the South. 

The plan for the thirty-second annual show, as was 
true in 1927 and 1928, is to hold it in connection with 
the Mid-South Fair of which Raymond Skinner, owner 
of Forest Hill Dairy, Memphis, is president. The invi- 
tation presented to the National Dairy Association by Mr. 
Skinner was seconded by the educational and extension 
forces of all the southern states. 

Two guarantees from the South and Memphis were 
important influences in the Association’s decision, the 
cooperation offered generally in building attendance and 
the completion of a new coliseum on the grounds of the 
Mid-South Fair by October 11, the opening date of the 
show. 

Mr. Hill announces that one of the important fea- 
tures of the show is already arranged for 1941. The 
4-H program, sponsored by Kraft Cheese Company and 
managed by Guy L. Noble of the National Committee on 
Boys and Girls Club work, will be presented in the South 
for the first time.—National Dairy Association

ERY appropriate is the cover selection for this New 
V ‘ears issue of 1941. The picture shows the 

‘Twins of the Year’’—the baby daughters of famed 
Femco Alma. Born at Wisconsin State Reformatory, 
Green Bay, Wis., shortly after the arrival here of their 
mother, they represent the final contribution to the breed 
of a dam that in her short span of years has already 
contributed much. World’s Champion and only 1,000-lb 
junior 2-year-old, and youngest twice 1,000-lb cow of 
any breed, Femco Alma at the time of her unfortunate 
death on December 23 at 6 years, 5 months of age, as 
the result of infection, had already produced six off- 
spring, five daughters and a son. Alma herself, two of 
the daughters and the son and a granddaughter sold 
in the Femco Dispersal for $9,900. The yearling daugh- 
ter, twin to the bull, is still awaiting registration if she 


proves a breeder—and the last set of twin heifers was 
born since the sale. These royally bred youngsters are 
sired by Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie, son of Sir Inka 
May and World’s Champion Carnation Ormsby Butter 
King. Their dam, who averaged 4.9% when making her 
junior 2-year-old world’s championship record, stands 
today as the highest testing 1,000-lb. cow of our breed. 
The sire’s dam is not only the world’s Official Champion 
for total butterfat praduction (1,402 lbs) but is like- 
wise the official champion for milk production, with 
28,404 lbs in 365 days. What expectations for the future 
are justified from this rich inheritance! And under the 
skilled care of Archie Sandberg at Green Bay, they will 
certainly lack no opportunity to carry on the traditions 
of their unequalled inheritance.

Herd Classification Angles 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It was with a good deal of interest that I listened in 
on the classification discussion during the meeting of the 
New York State Holstein-Friesian Association Advisory 
Council. I also happened to be a guest at the meeting 
on this same subject held in Syracuse during State Fair 
week, by the National Holstein Association. Perhaps this 
letter should be addressed to Secretary Norton, but as I 
have called on you for counsel in the past and feel the 
need of it again, I hope you will forgive me for intruding. 

First, let me say that the National Holstein Associa- 
tion deserves a great deal of credit in my mind for the 
way they went about this job. In September, they were 
determined that no part of their classification program 
should be used. They have considered—and wisely, I 
think—offering the Extension Department of Cornell 
University the use of their terms except for those which 
carry with them greatest temptation to abuse, and I 
would really expect they would contribute those if the 
Extension Department would put the teeth in their pro- 
gram that is really necessary for progress—namely, the 
elimination of’ Poor cows by cancellation of papers, and 
the protection of other breeders from Fair cows by not 
permitting their bulls to be registered. 

I have seen no lack of confidence on the part of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association as to the personnel of the 
College Extension Department. Why should there be? 
We trust them with our record-keeping; we should al- 
ways be able to implicitly trust them as executives of any 
branch of our work. There is, however, great hesitancy 
as to their method of delegating authority within the 
various counties, and unless the College Extension De- 
partment becomes as gracious in their own program as 
the National Holstein Association has been in going more 
than half way, I can see no outcome other than the 
survival of the Extension Department and the failure of 
the plan under Holstein-Friesian Association direction. 

The object of this letter is to speak as a customer. 
Van Horne Farms have adopted classification work over 
a period of ten years. I do not consider the money in- 
vested as lost. It has more than paid for itself already. 
The real spur behind this letter was created when Bob- 
Church asked how much culling was done before the. 
classification work was undertaken. I am not ashamed: 
to confess that I disposed of a half dozen cows, putting 
them on a grade farm operated by a tenant. Those papers 
were cancelled but the cows, being high producers, have 
more than paid their way as grades. However, these cows 
in turn, bred to our good bulls, have produced a drop 
of a dozen or more fine individual heifers that have the: 
present status of grades, the records of whose birth and: 
whose breeding are accurate, and I now approach the 
real question in the back of my mind. 

As a customer, I will discontinue classification which, 
first, I have to pay for at a high price and, second causes 
me to dispose of good commercial animals, and apply for 
the free service which has no teeth in it. As other breed- 
ers do likewise, the Holstein program will fail. I am

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The All-American Contest for Students 


HE first Student All-American Holstein-Friesian 
Judging Contest conducted by the Extension Service 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association proved very 
popular. Three hundred thirty-four high schools and 
29 colleges entered teams of four contestants each. This 
year only team entries and only one team from a school 
were considered in the contest. Only four classes were 
used: the Aged Bull, the Aged Cow, the Senior Yearling 
Heifer and the Bull Calf. No one had a perfect score. 

The winning college team is the A. & M. College 
of Texas and the winning high school team is Chau- 
tauqua Central of Chautauqua, N. Y. Of the 160 possible 
points the college got 120 and the high school 124. An- 
other high school, that of Iowa Falls, Iowa tied with the 
top college in score. 

With 35 of a possible, 40, Clyde J. Cook, of New 
Mexico State College took high individual honors. Jim 
Cavanaugh of Kansas State College also scored 35 points 
but lost in the “draw’’ which was required by the rules 
to be made to break ties. 

Winner for the high school division is Oscar F. Dell, 
Rush, N. Y. who scored 33 of a possible 40. Again a 
draw wash necessary, which forced Morris Crandall and 
Rudolph Nelson of Chautauqua, N. Y. into second and 
third places, they also having scores of 33 each. 

After the first ten place winners of each division had 
been selected, those remaining with a score not lower 
than that of the tenth place man or team receive honor- 
able mention.

For the eight years, May 1931 to April 1939, the ex- 
pected receipts at larger milk plants in New York com- 
puted in this manner differed only 2.0 to 2.5 per cent 
from the actual. The total milk production expected 
each month from the number of cows on hand in Janu- 
ary times the delivery expected per cow from the trend, 
distributed monthly according to the seasonal index

The use of the number of cows in January of the 
period May to April, inclusive, is not quite so much in 
the nature of a forecast as the use of the number of 
cows in the preceding January corrected for expected 
increase or decrease in the number one year later as 
shown by the trend. As an average, the difference is 
about the same, whether the number of cows on hand 
in the middle of the period or for the preceding year, or 
whether the expected plant receipts per cow are ad- 
justed for the percentage which the concentrates fed in 
winter was of the average, or whether the adjustment 
was 60 per cent of this difference in grain feeding. The 
important thing to remember is that the number of cows 
on hand times about two tons of milk per cow will 
come as an average within 2.5 per cent of the milk plant 
receipts in the State. 

If it is desired that the milk supply be reduced, there 
are three important ways to do so; (1) reduce the num- 
ber of cows, (2) feed less grain, (3) have a dry year. To 
me there is no sound economic argument why the indi- 
vidual dairyman, or dairymen as a group, should either 
reduce their herds or feed less grain. We hope that 
another dry year does not follow the one last past. We 
shall see what we shall see.

of a program that is no longer in existence, and that I 
am entitled to registration and acceptance as pure breds 
of these good heifers from once pure bred dams. 

While the work of the National Association has been 
small, it has been sound. With the thought of its spread- 
ing to other states and the repercussions that will follow, 
1 feel that the controversy should be cleared once and 
There is nothing to stop the Extension Depart- 
ment from continuing its program. I am not so sure 
but what it is better. If it is, and survives, I think I 
have got some pure breds that I now consider as grades.

She 
will be bred as soon as possible to 
Senator and should get her chance 
in the test string next year, under 
the expert care of Vaughn Drumm, 
probably in Class A. 

Senator’s dam, Lady Senator 
Madison, is just completing her 
Class B record, which as predicted 
earlier, should be well in excess of 
800 lbs. fat in Class B. She will 
probably go into the four-time 
string in her next lactation. 

The Ravenglen herd is being 
built entirely on King Bessie blood, 
a valuable part of the foundation be- 
ing a group of daughters of King 
Bessie Colantha Hark, noted Gold 
Medal son of King Bessie. These 
daughters are reported as all testing 
in the neighborhood of 4% and will 
make an important cross with Sena- 
tor.

Ravenglen is located on Route 45, 
about two miles south of the Wis- 
consin line. 





PROVEN SIRE IN ARIZONA 

The accompanying picture, sent 
us some time ago, shows the first 
eight daughters of Posch Ormsby 
Fobes 6th in the herd of University 
of Arizona at Tucson. The heifer 
fourth from the left, known as No. 
204, made 493 lbs. fat as a senior 
two-year-old and came back with 
639 lbs. fat from 17,552 lbs. milk 
as a senior three both in 305 days, 
and W. H. Riddell, Dairy Husband- 
man, considers her a real prospect 
for over 800 lbs. fat. At the extreme 
left end of the line is No. 209, per- 
haps Mr. Riddell’s favorite of them 
all. She made 578 lbs. fat from 
14,622 lbs. milk in 305 days as a 
junior two, a 4% tester herself and 
coming from a line of 4% dams. 
Sixth from the left is No. 210 with 
a junior two-year-old 305-day rec- 
ord of 519 lbs. fat from 13,998 lbs. 
milk. Mr. Riddell expects the en- 
tire string of eight to average above 
500 lbs. fat with better than 3.6% 
test in their first lactations, standing 
in stanchions and milked by ma- 
chine. Six more daughters of Posch 
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Ormsby Fobes 6th have freshened 
since this picture was taken and the 
entire lot are described as a beauti- 
ful uddered group that stands ‘‘ace 
high’’ with the breeders of Arizona. 

Posch Ormsby Fobes 6th was bred 
by Maytag Dairy Farms and is a full 
brother to their famed ‘‘Maudlene,’’ 
twice All-American and_ several 
times Honorable Mention, whose 
son, Maytag Ormsby Fobes, was 
Honorable Mention Bull Calf this 
year also receiving popular vote ap- 
proval for Reserve honors. This 
sire is a son of the Maytag senior 
sire, Posch Ormsby Pobes, and his 
dam is Ormbsy Inka Rue Superior 
Segis, who made 631 lbs. fat as a

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Illinois Annual Meeting 


The program of the two-day annual 
meeting of the Illinois Holstein As- 
sociation, held in the Hotel Leland, 
Aurora, December 11-12, was an All- 
Holstein affair. After careful con- 
sideration the executive committee 
concluded that there were enough 
Holstein problems to be discussed 
both days so no general dairy topics 
were scheduled. That they were 
right in their plans was attested to 
by the success of*the meeting. Pres- 
ident John E. McQuaid opened the 
session by calling on representatives 
of the local organizations to render 
their reports for the year. Secretary- 
Treasurer Henry M. Ward reported 
on association affairs which had in- 
dicated that a very progressive pro- 
gram had been pursued for the year 
and the financial condition of the or- 
ganization was in the best condition 
it had been in for many years. John 
McQuaid, editor of the ‘“‘Ilinois Hol- 
stein Herald” reported that the first 
two issues of the publication were 
more than self supporting. The first 
issue was sent to a mailing list of 
2500 while the second went to 3000. 
It was sent free to farm advisors, 
cow testers, vocational agricultural 
teachers and a large list of Illinois 
Holstein breeders. Ralph Nelson, 
chairman of the sale committee, re- 
ported that with the exception of 
bulls satisfactory averages were re- 
ceived in the state sale held October 
19th. 

National President A. C. Ooster- 
huis gave a very interesting talk on 
“National Association Affairs’. He 
reported that there will be about a 
44% increase in membership this 
year as compared with 1939. The 
number of registrations issued in 
1940 will be the largest in the history 
of the association. An operating 
profit of approximately $60,000 will 
be made. He reported that there are 
2300 cows on A. R. test owned by 
175 breeders. There are 453 herds 
containing 14,777 cows in the Herd 
Test. 

Glen M. Householder, Director of 
Extension Service, gave an illustrated 
talk on the new Holstein Holsom 
Milk advertising program. Every 
breeder retailing Holstein milk should 
adopt the trade-mark and take ad- 
vantage of the advertising service 
now available. 

Harry M. Wood, national director 
from Illinois, talked on the Herd 
Improvement Registry Test while the 
subject of Official Herd Classifica- 
tion was disscussed by Scott Meyer, 
Hannibal, Missouri. Fieldman E. M. 
Clark, summed up the requirements 
for entry in the Progressive Breeders 
Registry and urged the breeders to 
strive to meet all these requirements 
in order to gain entry into this select 
group.

A very successful banquet was 
held in the Log Cabin at the Exposi- 
tion Park in North Aurora where a 
bountiful turkey dinner prepared by 
the Alamo chapter of the Eastern 
Star was enjoyed by some three hun- 
dred members and friends.

BE IT RESOLVED, further, that 
those breeders who have had their 
herds in D. H. I. A. work for some- 
time be prevailed upon to enter them 
in the Herd Improvement Registry 
Test and after a reasonable length 
of time that a Committee of this As- 
sociation help such breeders analyze 
their herds with a view to raising 
the standards of type and production 
as a fore runner to Herd Classifi- 
cation. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that the President appoint a special 
committee to actively sponsor this 
work as a means of increasing the 
number of herds in Herd Test and 
Classification work.

The Ionia State Hospital and the 
Michigan Reformatory at Ionia, 
Mich., under the respective manage- 
ment of brothers Herb and Russ 
Miller, have just completed another 
year on Herd Test with outstanding 
average production. 

The Hospital herd finished with 
558.1 lbs fat for 34 cows, the highest 
average it has made on less than 
four-time milking, and it misses by 
only eight-tenths of one point equall- 
ing a former average made when the 
herd was on a Class A schedule. It 
completes 10 consecutive years of 
Herd Testing with an average pro- 
duction of 519.9 lbs fat, by far the 
highest 10-year average listed in the 
Red Book.

The top producer of the year was 
the oldest cow in the herd, famed 
“Sadie Vale,’’ world’s champion life- 
time butterfat champion, who started 
the test year at the age of 12 years 
and 5 months and produced 742.4 lbs 
fat from 23,354 lbs milk in 299 days. 

At the Michigan Reformatory 56 
head averaged 456.9 lbs fat from 
13,095 lbs milk, for the 12th conse- 
cutive year above 410 lbs fat in Herd 
Test. The 12-year average (highest 
recorded) is 451.1 lbs fat on 55 head. 
The highest producer in this herd 
was 11-year-old Reformatory De Kol 
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Sensation with 22,936 lbs milk and 
732.6 lbs fat in 357 days.

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Wisconsin Celebrates Golden Jubilee 


Harry Hill Reelected President Summer Picnic to be Held at Rice Lake 


The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Wisconsin on December 16 and 
17 celebrated its Golden Jubilee in 
honor of the founding of this or- 
ganization in 1890. The meeting 
was held at Manitowoc, Wis., and 
in spite of icy roads which made 
driving hazardous, was largely at- 
tended. 


The opening session reflected the 
driving conditions and necessitated 
some changes in the program. Mayor 
yeorgenson, of Manitowoc,  wel- 
comed the guests, and President 
Harry Hill fittingly responded. Di- 
rector Glen M. Householder  pre- 
sented the new Holstein film just 
completed by the Extension Service 
and gave an effective lecture on our 
breed accompanying it. 


In the afternoon, Dr. W. W. Yapp 
of Illinois spoke on Holstein inher- 
itance, developing the point that our 
breeders have a real challenge to 
keep pace with the progress of the 
past. He condemned cross-breed- 
ing as an unsound long-term pro- 
gram, and presented many interest- 
ing slides and charts illustrating his 
remarks. 

Prof. W. E. Peterson, of Minne- 
sota, held the close attention of his 


audience in his discussion of the 
physiology of milk secretion. He 
developed the interesting’ thesis, 


backed by experimental work at the 
Minnesota Station, that hormones 
definitely influence the giving down 
of milk. Conditions of fear, anger, 
or anxiety, through influence on 
gland action, definitely cause failure 
to give down. From this evidence, 
he concluded that some ‘‘short-time’’ 
cows are merely suffering from hor- 
mone deficiency. What are regarded 
as meaty udders are sometimes due 
to the same cause. He mentioned 
one specific case of a Jersey cow 
whose owner was about to dispose 
of her because of short-term milking 
and a meaty udder. After milking 
was completed a hormone injection 
resulted in the cow giving down 8.3 
lbs. more of milk and the apparent 
meatiness of the udder disappeared. 
The speaker also concluded that a 
good milker is in tune with his cows 
—rapid milking is a factor in maxi- 
mum production milking should be 
done promptly after the stimulus to 
give down is applied. 


Monday evening nearly 300 peo- 
ple enjoyed a sumptuous’ turkey 
dinner and listened to a pleasing 
program under direction of the 
toastmaster, Dr. J. S. Healy. Com- 
munity singing was enjoyed under 
leadership of Henry Detjen. A fea- 
ture of the evening was the program 
of numbers presented by Meister- 
singers under direction of Thomas 
Bailey. This organization of about 
60 male voices has been singing to- 
gether for the past ten years. With 
headquarters at Two Rivers, they 
draw from the whole county and 
have been signally successful, win- 
ning first place in Chicago music 
festivals ten different years and 
second on four other occasions. 
After listening to their choral pre- 


sentations and a number of Soloist 
John Cashman, these winnings 
seemed entirely to be expected. 
Guest speaker was Dr. Yapp who 
discussed briefly some of the trails 
that may have had an effect upon the 
dairy industry. He plead for estab- 
lishment of sound principles for ag- 
riculture and developed the thought 
that principles of successful breed- 
ing can be in the hands of all of us. 
President A. C. Oosterhuis of the Na- 
tional Association spoke briefly and 
along with other entertainment the 
evening was concluded with dancing. 


Tuesday’s program included a re- 
port by John Last on the placing of 
Holstein bulls with 4-H club mem- 
bers and a demonstration by Club- 
ber Gerald Baker, Waukesha, 
which showed how this project is 
working. Tom Webster of North- 
ern State Hospital and Leonard Sey- 
boldt led a discussion of the Herd 
Test; R. J. Schaefer had Herd Clas- 
sification as his topic and E. M. 
Clark explained the Progressive 
Breeders Registry. R. W. Stumbo 
talked on bull association work, and 
EK. E. Heizer presented some modern 
developments in breeding dairy cat- 
tle. Dr. Heizer urged that in success- 
ful breeding the health picture is fun- 
damental. Then a testing program, 
proved sires, with bull associations 
and artificial breeding rings. The 
latter he does not feel is a menace 
to established breeders, and reported 
on progress made in Northern Wis- 
consin counties. 

Close attention was given his re- 
port on Vitamin C_ experimental 
work by Dr. Phillips in treatment 
of sterility at the Wisconsin Station. 
This strikingly successful ascorbic 
acid treatment will be reported in 
more detail. Further progress is 
being made in the blood analysis 
work at the Wisconsin Station, 
Heizer reported, and the scope of 
its potential usefulness continually 
broadening. He concluded with an 
invitation to attend the Farmers 
Week program at Madison starting 
February 3. Charles Dineen of the 
Milwaukee Producers Cooperative 
talked interestingly on Milk Con- 
trol Regulations, urging dairymen 
to do more for themselves. 


Business Session 


In its business session, the meet- 
ing elected four directors for three- 
year terms. John Last, Lake Mills; 
John Wuethrich, Greenwood; and 
Wm. Messegier, Barron, were 
elected, and Harry C. Dix, Meno- 
monee, elected in place of Oliver 
Douglas whose term had _ expired. 
Officers are elected by the Board of 
Directors and at a brief organization 
meeting they reelected Harry Hill, 
Sheboygan Falls, as president and 
John Last as vice president. Secre- 
tary Art Collentine found it neces- 
sary to decline reelection on account 
of the new policy at the college 
where he is on the extension staff, 
and Treasurer John Wuethrich, 
after 18 years of service, asked to 
be relieved. The matter of filling 
these two offices was left to the 


Executive Committee. It was decided 
to hold the annual summer picnic 
at Rice Lake in Barron County. The 


Treasurer’s report showed a total 
disbursement for the year of 
$2,117.32. Current income of 


$1,835, and a balance in the treas- 
ury of $520.11. 

George Burdick of Barron Coun- 
ty, chairman of the Resolutions 
Committee, presented resolutions 
which may be summarized as fol- 
lows:

Sorrow at the passing of Baltz. 
noesly. 

Commendation for the milk pro- 
gram of the National Association. 

Thanks and appreciation to the 
Holstein-Friesian World ffor its 
special Wisconsin issue. 

Continuation of the 4-H Calf Club 
program and approval of an appro- 
priation of $200 for this work. 

Approval of the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce program to promote 
Christmas package sales of Wiscon- 
sin cheese. 


These were all passed unanim- 
ously. Considerable discussion was 
held on a resolution opposing the 
proposed arbitrary changes in herd 
clissification rules as reported from 
the recent National Board meeting. 
After full discussion this resolution 
was rather unanimously approved. 


The point of greatest opposition 
was that proposed change to deny 
reclassification to an animal under 
4 years of age originally rated Fair. 
A resolution offered gave approval 
to the idea of permitting reclassifi- 
cation of any ‘‘Fair’’ animal, regard- 
less of age, but this was finally re- 
ferred to the Board of Directors. 


One of the most interesting re- 
ports of the day unfortunately 
came near the colse when many mem- 
bers from a distance had left the 
meeting. This was the report of 
the Committee on Animal Diseases. 
Albert Johannes and Howard Clapp 
of the committee have done a fine 
piece of work in attempting to get 
a research program started at the 
Wisconsin Station relating to Trich- 
omoniasis. The seriousness of this 
disease is recognized but definite 
knowledge is decidely lacking. <A 
report from Dean Christiansen, fol- 
lowing the committee conference, 
was read. It is recognized that 
breeding diseases are causing an est- 
imated loss to Wisconsin breeders of 
$14,000,000 annually. The facil- 
ities for proper study of such di- 
seases, including land, buildings, 
equipment and personnel, are esti- 
mated to involve a cost of $84,300 
the first year, and $14,800 per year 
thereafter. No action was taken by 
this meeting, but the committee is 
continuing its efforts in cooperation 
with other interested groups.

HOSPITAL HOLSTEIN BREAKS 
STATE MILK RECORD 

A pure bred Holstein cow, Wood- 
crest Pontiac Piele, owned by the 
State Hospital No. 1 of Fulton, has 
just completed a milk record that 
makes her the highest producing 
milk cow in Missouri, any breed, any 
age, any class, according to R. S. 
Caldwell, tester for the Missouri 
Valley DHIA. 


Her record is 28,492 pounds of 
milk produced in 12 months, for the 
year starting December 25th, 1939. 
This is an average of 78 lbs. of milk 
for every day of the year. Her aver- 
age test was 3.13% and she pro- 
duced 897.7 lbs. butterfat for the 
year. 

The previous milk record and but- 
terfat record for Missouri was held 
by Pauline Violet Ormsby Piele, 
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milked four times daily, while both 
owned by Fredmar Farms, St. Louis, 
Her record was 27,653 lbs. milk and 
918.1 lbs. butterfat. Two years ago 


another hospital cow also exceeds 
the milk record. Also Pauline was 
hospital cows were milked only 


three times daily. 
Besides these two state champions 


for milk and butterfat production, 
another hospital cow holds the state 
production record for junior four 
year old cows, with 24,234 lbs. milk 
and 779 lbs. butterfat. In addition 


to these three state production rec- 
ords, hospital Holsteins hold five 
Class B records for production for 
three times a day milking. The rec- 
ords for senior two year olds, jun- 
ior three year olds, junior and sen- 
ior four year olds and mature cows, 
are some of the records which they 
hold. Three of these records as 
well as the milk record have been 
completed during the past year. 


Under the management of H. A. 
Hadley as herdsman during the past 
two years the herd has increased in 
size from 82 cows in milk to 114 
tested in December. Besides attain- 
ing such individual records as these, 
the herd average last year for the 
period ending March 1st, 1940, was 
the highest in the history of the herd 
—13,122 lbs. milk and 438 lbs. but- 
terfat. While the present testing 
year does not end till March Ist, 
1941, it is certain that the herd will 
reach an average production of at 
least 14,000 lbs. milk and 460 Ibs. 
bitterfat. This would be a gain of 
20% in production in the past two 
years and was made with an in- 
crease in the size of the herd and 
with very little culling of cows from 
the herd.

More than 75 dairymen from 
Ashtabula and Trumbull Counties in 
Ohio met December 5 to set up the 
frame work of a bi-county artificial 
breeding society. Representatives of 
the three major dairy breeds in the 
counties were present, and all were 
represented on the board of directors 
which was selected. Early in De- 
cember there were 140 _ breeders 
signed up with a total of 1,100 cows. 
Work is still going on in the mem- 
bership campaign, with a mimimum 
of 1,000 cows in each county to be 
met before the program will be put 
into operation. 

Dr. Glen Salisbury of Cornell Uni- 
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versity, one of the nation’s author- 
ities on artificial insemination of 
dairy cattle, was the principal 
speaker at the meeting, pointing out 
both the pitfalls that were likely to 
be encountered, as well as the suc- 
cess that can be attained by such an 
organization. 

A board of seven directors was 
chosen, as follows: Trumbull coun- 
ty: Lamar Young, representing the 
Holstein breed; Claude Goist, Jer- 
sey breeder and Duane _ Butler, 
Guernsey breeder. Ashtabula coun- 
ty: E. D. Humphreys, Holstein 
breeder; Howard Smith, Jersey 
breeder; and Carl March, Guernsey 
breeder.

The Holstein public will be no 
doubt keenly interested in the an- 
nouncement that the L. J. Chapman 
herd at Lee’s Summit, Missouri, will 
be completely dispersed on next Feb- 
ruary 17-18. The farm and herd are 
located several miles from Lee’s 
Summit which in turn is twenty- 
three miles out of Kansas City. 


The herd includes one hundred 
head, about fifty of which are of 
milking age. On the following day, 
February 19th, the Chapman farms 
will disperse their grade herd con- 
sisting of one hundred head. 


About sixteen years ago Mr. Chap- 
man became keenly interested in 
registered Holsteins with the result 
that he established a herd of highly 
bred females with a considerable 
outlay of funds. 


One of his earliest investments in 
a herd sire was Triune Ormsby Su- 
preme—a son of Triune Ormsby 
Piebe whose three maternal dams 
averaged over 880 lbs. fat. The sire 
and dam were both direct offspring 
of K.P.0O.P. The purchase price of 
this animal ran into several thou- 
sand dollars. 


Mr. Chapman’s next important 
venture into herd sire shopping re- 
sulted in the purchase of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 59th. This is the bull 
that Mr. Chapman loves to dwell on 
at length probably for the reason 
that he left a very decided and most 
favorable impression on the herd. 
His daughters remaining in the herd 
are large, rugged, good formed and 
choice uddered cows with ample ca- 
pacity—all of which has naturally 
resulted in unusual production. 
59th, also a son of Triune Ormsby 
Piebe, was from Miss Ormsby Fobes 
Piebe, an 880-lb. daughter of K.P. 
O.P. and she a granddaughter of 
Fobes Tritomia Mutual De Kol. 59th 
established himself glamorously in 
the show ring. Among other win- 
nings he was first prize senior year- 
ling at Waterloo in ’26 and first 
prize two-year-old at the American 
Royal in ’27. 

The bull that has carried on very 
successfully where 59th left off is 
Montvic Rag Apple Starlight, an in- 
tensely bred son of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst. There are over thirty 
daughters of Starlight in the herd 
today. They run true to Mount Vic 
type as regards udders, quality, and 
general excellence and are bound to 
enlist the interest of buyers on Feb- 
ruary 17th. 

From ’27 to ’32 Chapman farms 
showed at many of the major shows 
under the capable direction of Har- 
vey Hartvigsen. Incidentally Harvey 
has been identified with this herd 
for thirteen years and has done a 
most capable job. Prior to being 
identified with the Chapman herd he 
piloted the Larsen show herd 
through several successful seasons. 

A few of the most noteworthy ac- 
complishments of the Chapman herd 
were: the All-American calf of ’32 
whose blood has had a pronounced 
bearing on the herd; the undefeated 
calf herd in ’28, which competed in 
thirteen major shows; and in addi- 
tion many ‘“‘blues” on numerous ani- 


mals were taken from time to time 
during the years that the Chapman 
herd was on the circuit. 

Official work was carried on a 
decade ago with very marked re- 
sults; several 800-pound records 
were established in connection with 
many more creditable yearly per- 
formances. 

In recent years, however, their ef- 
forts have been confined to C.T.A. 
work. Mr. Hartvigsen advised me 
that he felt certain that after a 
check up the herd would show an 
average in the neighborhood of 400 
ibs. of fat. Applying no. special 
stress, but just letting the cows do 
the job, they feel this is a very cred- 
itable showing, to which opinion 
most everyone will subscribe. 

The cows in the herd today sell 
themselves to you readily; they have 
the size, strength, depth, udders that 
always accompany animals that go 
out and deliver. But we will have 
more of this in the ads to follow in 
the World.

TWO SALES IN KANSAS 


Sale Manager W. H. Mott, Hering- 
ton, Kansas, reports on two sales re- 
cently held in Kansas under his 
management. He writes that the 
Reinking Sale at Tescott, Kansas, on 
Oct. 14 drew a good crowd, with a 
top price for cows of $155 and an 
average for the ten best ones of 
$126.75.

A series of drought 
years and crop shortages in that sec- 
tion of Kansas affected the prices 
somewhat. 


The Arkansas Valley Breeders 
Sale at Newton, Kansas, on October 
22 was attended by about 300 peo- 
ple, with 85 head of cattle selling in- 
cluding 20 head of grade heifer 
calves and a number of pure bred 
baby bulls. Nearly half the offerings 
in this sale were grade Holsteins. 
Topping the sale was an excellent 
type son of Carnation Governor 
Mutual, with an average of 773 Ibs. 
fat from over 21,000 Ibs. milk for 
his six nearest yearly tested dams, 
purchased at $305 by Phillips Bros., 
Manhattan, Kansas, who are breed- 
ing along Sir Inka May lines. Top 
price for pure bred cows was $225 
with the high 20 cows averaging 
$140. Top price for grades was 
$137.50. 

The third sale, originally planned 
to be held at Herington on Nov. 7, 
was called off as Mr. Mott was un- 
signed. He reports an excellent de- 
mand for Holsteins in Kansas and 
believes there are now more Hol- 
stein herds in Kansas than ever be- 
fore in the history of the state, al- 
though quite a proportion of them 
are grades or unregistered pure 
breds.
